The work was comtnenced 
at.noon ona cortain day in 1418,. and 
occupied ‘nearly 20; yeara in ita completion, 
Tho total beight of the Porcelain Tower wae 
more than 200 feet, or about equal to that 
of the Monument of Liondon,’and it was 
freed from, top to bottom with the finost 
porculain, glazed and coloured, It consisted 
of. nine storeys, surmounted by a spire, on 
the summit of which was.o bull of brass, 
richly gilt, From this ball, eight i iron chaina 
extended to ag many projecting points of 
the roof, aud from each chain was auapended 
a hell, which hung over the face of the tower. 
The same arrangement. wad carried out, in 
every storey.’
